GROUPS 


Part 1. 


In organizing self-defense 
groups at this stage of the stru- 
ggle the most important consi- 
deration is whether or not the 
person to be incorporated into 
the group understands fully that 
what he or she is doing is the 
right thing to do. At this stage 
of the struggle if any members 
of a self-defense group are weak 
minded or do not understand 
that the only way to put an 
end to brutality & murder by 
this racist power structure is 
te organize self-defense groups 
& counter-attack, practice has 
shown that if this weak minded 
person is ever captured lie orr 
she will certainly not be able 
to withstand the methods of 
persuasion used by the fascist 
pigs and they will talk, give 
up information. So the first 
priority for any self-defense 
group is to be armed ideologi- 
cally. 

Because of the consequences 
if anything goes wrong during 
an operation, members within 
the group must maintain face 
to face relationship,get to know 
each others strengths and weak. | 
nesses thoroughly, and partici- ' 
pate fully in the planning of 
@perations. Liberalism at this 
level can cost the lives of com 
rades and/or jeopardize the suc 
cess of an operation. 

At this time self-defense groups 
should have no more than four 
to six members. The struggle 
at this time requires no opera- 
tion that can't be handled by 
four to six people. Also security 
is sacrificed the larger the group. 
At this time self-defense groups 
should be formed all across Baby- 
lon, North,South,East and West, 
However, at this time groups must 
work autonomously.Under no cir- 
cumstances should any group seek out 


and try to make contact with another | 
group. Due to fact that ti 

leve! of struggle in its embryo 
stages and foo jents and pro 
vacatures are s ered all act

Babylon if autonomy is main- 
tained when a member of a group 

is captured he or she will only be 
able to give up information on one 
group, their own.

On Saturday April 19, 1970 
the economic boycott staged by 
the people of Cairo,lll. was one 
year old. This boycott has sucess- 
fully taken away 70% of the in- 
come from the white avaricious 
businesses in that city. 

Every Saturday the people 
stage a march through the busi- 
ness district to show their unity 
and strength.Over 200 students 
from Southern Illinois University 
joined the United Front in their 
march. 

Toward the completion of the 
march, which took the United 
Front members and the students 
through the business district twice 
the pigs showed their contempt 
for the marchers by allowing 
them to harassed by white spec- 
tators and arresting two marchers. 
Leslie Sumlin (72 years old) and 
Jerrod Herrod were arrested on 
trumped up charges of disorderly 
by intoxication.Herrod was assist- 
ing Sumlin who was having trouble 
keeping up with marchers. The 
pair were arrested when they 
lagged behind the 300 marchers. 

The marchers gathered at the 
police steps and demanded that 
the brothers be released.After a 
20 minute deliberation, the pigs 
complied.

ATTITUDE OF THE AVERAGE REACTIONARY 
PIG, TOWARDS ANYONE THEY SUSPECT OF BEING 
A‘PLACK PANTHER’ OR REVOLUTIONARY.

After thapre-plannedmarch of the Black Panthers, 
also many sympathizers protesting the harassment, bru- 
tality and illwill of the white students and the careless 
attitude of the schod board toward Blacks in their 
schools. After the march in which 1 acted in security 
capacity, | returned to the Fred Hampton Community 
Center with another brother, taking back a bull-horn. 
| stayed for Political Orientation class and about 9p.m. 
I left to go home. 

On my way home, | was passing a store in which i 
had frequently done business. l wanted to det an item 
from them but I was out of dough. Well, | thought: 
maybe the brother would throw me out sixty cents 
in credit. | had always gotten along with them when 

was buying stuff why not on time a little change in 
‘credit. Welt it was worth a try anyway, all he could 
do was say no, and that would be that. (thats what | 
thought) so | entered and asked Mr. Nixon the part 
owner told me | would have to ask his brother Kermit 
Nixon. His brother was going through the door leading 
outside with a big dog which belonged to him, he 
was taking it for a walk. | came outside behind him 
and proceeded to ask him about the credit. His an- 
swer, forget you Black Panthers (I had my buttons 


on) all you think the world owés you their lives or 
or something. Man | got so mad when he came out 
of that hellified bag, ! nearly blew my top, ! said 
you don't have to go through all those changes to 
to say no—Pig. That's when he turned the dog toward 
me in a gesture of releasing him on me. | blew my 
cool for sure then | told him as I reached in mv 
pocket that | had a gun and | would kill him if he let 
that dog loose on me. | didn’t have anything really | 
was bluffing to keep from being bit. but in the heat 
of the moment | spoke before | thought. For when 

I said, wait a minute I ain't got nothing in my pock- 
ets. He then grabbed my handi and said come on l'm 
calling the pigs, | resisted and he shot me straight 


through the hips, in and out. After he shot me, I LL 
y 


stopped resisting just to check the wound. He stopped 
pulling too until we both realized | wasn’t hurt bad. 
| started resisting again and he started pulling again 
at that moment his brother who had been in the store 
must have heard the shot and called the pigs. They 
dragged me inside,Kermit Nixon started slapping me 
around until | saw stars while his brother held the gun 
The pigs came in one mir«te flat, six car strong, the 
station is around the corner, the Nixon brother's store 
is on 1158 W. 63rd. St., a block from The Fred Hampton. 
Community Center in which | had just left. 

| told the pigs I was shot and showed them where, 
they took me to a hospital and the wound was treated 
They saw my Panther buttons and took my books and 
called me a filthy Cómrounist. Then said too bad the 
the guy didn't shoot me through the-head That's what 
one of them said he would have did. They harassed me 
with dirty looks and sly remarks such as did Iwant a 
cigarett and just before making like he was going to 
give me one saying ‘hell no’ you might have been the: 
one trying to kill us. They called in one of their big hogs 
then and he told me to pull everything out of my: pockets, 
he said if | even had a pen knife that was good enough 
to charge me with attempted assult with a deadly weapon 
with the intent to kill. (luckily I had nothing). 

You see the two brothers in the meantime had got 


their lawyers there and the next thing | knew they had 
changed their story around to read that | was in the store 
and Kermit Nixon was the one behind the counter and 
the brother was the one outside walking the dog.,and 


that | threaten him and not the dog, so he says that 
he shot me. Well this big hog really feels his middle bul- 
ging fatter and says “fella you got some trouble”. Then 
he proceeded to look through all kinds. of law books 
for the proper charge to sock me with , my not having 
a weapon was a discontent that he suffered. So after thro- 
rowing away charge after charge he came up with aggra- 
vated assult, which is a felony. And sent to the courts 
for longer sentences. He said that and my being on pro- 
bation already should get me at least six years . They 
took my bottons and my book and | asked the jailer for 
a reciept and the jailer said,“you don't get a reciept 
for this ink", 

When they took me to court the following morning. 
I asked the jailer for my articles and he said,"wheres your 
reciept and | said that | didn’t have one and | told him 
what happen an” he said that he could not give them 





to me then. 

Upon arriving at 2600S. California St and being bro- 
ught before the judge . The judge said that he could not 
uphold the charge because | the defendent was the one 
that was shot and that | didn't have a weapon . He said 
change the charge to just plain assult and set my court 
date 17 days forward. | had to wait in the house of cor- 
ection ,Bridewell 17 days until' April 10th at which time 
neither of the complaintants appeared in court .But their 
attorney was there,the judge dropped the whole case and 
| was set free. But it was still lousy.

ILLINOIS CHAPTER B.P.P. 


REFUTES LIE BY NEWS MEDIA 


A lie recently spread by the Chicago news me- 
dia, T.V. station Channel 7 in particular, is that 
a rift exists between the Ill. Chapter Deputy 
Minister of Defense, Bobby Rush, and the Dep- 
uty Minister of Education, Billy "Che" Brooks. 
As was said by this T.V. station and a news col- 
umnist "Watch for...a shakeup in the Black Pan- 
ther Party. Bobby Rush may be on the way out" 
In addition, they reported that the rift exists 
to such an extent that "Che" has decided to 
"take" the position of Deputy Chairman, the 
No. 2 spot in the Chapter, and then have Rush 
removed. 

A press conference was held in the office of 
the Ill. Chapter on Friday, April 11, to refute 
this prefabrication invented by the strongarm 
men of print. Both Rush and "Che" were there 
to explain the purpose of the lie. Rush said that 
the rumor was part of a tactic similar to one 
which he said led to the murder charge against 
Chairman Bobby Seale in Connecticut. After 
setting up the rumor that there was a split in 
the New Haven Chapter, the pigs then killed 
New York Panther Alex Rackley, saying that 
Chairman Bobby ordered his death. Rush said 
he called the press conference at the Party Head 
quarter, 2350 W. Madison, "so we can correct 
this misinformation through the same media 
that perpetuated it. '' 

Che, commented on the absurdity of the 
accusation, noting the relationship between 
the press and the police in their “joint” efforts. 

The news agencies responsible for dissemi- 
nating this lie stated that their information 
came from a “well informed, well-intentioned 
source.’ The Illinois Chapter knows that the 
reported rift was not misinformation from a 
‘weli intentioned’ person, but was the product 
of the imagination of pigs, agents, and crimi- 
nals, who are aided by the press ‘disservices’ 
that have no intention of printing the truth. 

We still say that any who stand in the way 
of our liberation will be dealt with,regardless 
of the’ kill’ weapons that they use, whether 
it be from the end of a .357 magnum or from 
the end of a ball point pen. So all we have to 
say to you liars, murderers--you fascists is:

Another attempt is being made on 


the part of the murderous pigs of racist 


amerikkka to make Black people of 
this backward society an extinct race 
of people. 


A very clear case of genocidal action 


is being seen and felt by the people of 
840 W. Sunny Side. There are only 
twenty Black families in this buil- 
ding, all of whom are seeking to es- 
cape the rampant indecent housing 
that exist in the Black community.The 
pigs have dugon this attempt on the 
part of the people to find decent hous- 
ing; they moved fascism off the streets 
and brought it into the homes of 
the people. Of the 20 Black fami- 

lies living, 16 of them have re- 
ceived eviction notices from the Chgo. 
Housing Authority. The majority of 
the I6 are welfare recipients and the 
reasons are all of the same nature. 
C.H.A. gave these reasons for the evic 
tions: too much noise, apartments 
unclean, visitors calling on tenants 
weren't respectable enough for C.H.A. 
police(pigs). All of these reasons were 
lies, because the true reason is that the 
six tenants are Black and poor. This 
is the most common reason that Black 
people are evicted in this racist coun- 
try. The C.H. A. is just another chap- 
ter in the continuing story of genocide 
in racist amerikkka with the people 

in the Black community being the 
primary victims. 

The 16 families are going to be 
evicted onto the streets, because if 
you're on welfare you can’t afford to 
live in any thing, but a project which 
C.H.A. owns. And only a criminal 
would put a family on the streets 
with no where to go to find decent 
housing. By denying the people 
housing, C.H.A. is saying to the peo- 
ple that they don't have a right to sur- 
vive, because shelter along with food 
and clothing is necessary for people 
to live. 

So we can plainly see this attempt 
by C.H.A. to play the part of Hitler 
and the Germans, but we ain't going 
to play the part of the Jews. We, as 
Black people, own very little other 
than our lives. If we are denied our 
rights, then we are put in the posi- 
tion to defend our lives at the thresh- 


hold of our doors. We demand hous- 
ing fit for the shelter of human beings, 
as is stated in Point Number 4 of the 
Ten Point Program.

LEGAL FIRST AID 


This pocket lawyer is provided as a m.:.ns of keeping the people up to date on their rignts. We are always the first to be 
arrested while the fascist police forces are constantly trying to pretend that rights are extended equally to all people. Carry 
it with you. 


1. If you are stopped and/or arrested by the police, you may remain silent; you do not have to answer any questions about 
alleged crimes; you should provide your name and address only if requested (although it is not absolutely clear that you 
must do so). But then do so, and at all times remember the fifth amendment. 


2. If a police officer is not in uniform, ask him to show his identification. He has no authority over you unless he properly 
identifies himself. Beware of persons posing as police officers. 


3. Police have no right to search your car or your home unless they have a search warrant, probable cause or your consent. 
They may conduct no exploratory search, that is, one for evidence of a crime unconnected with the one you are being ques- 
tioned about. (Thus, a stop for an auto violation does not give the right to search the auto). You are not required to 
consent to a search; therefore, you should not consent, IN FRONT OF WITNESSES IF POSSIBLE. If you do not consent, 
the police will have the burden in court of showing probable cause. Arrest may be corrected later. 


4. You may NOT RESIST ARREST FORCIBLY OR BY GOING LIMP, even if you are innocent. To do sais a separate 
crime of which you can be convicted even if you are acquitted of the original charge. DO NOT RESIST ARREST UNDER 
ANY CIRCUMSTANCES.

5. If you are stopped and/or arrested. the police may search you by patting you on the outside of your clothing. You 
can be stripped of your personal possessions. Do not carry anything that includes the name of your employer or friends 


6. Do not engage in “friendly” conversation with officers on the way to or at the station. Once you are arrested, there 
is little likelihood that anything you say will get you released. 

7. As soon as you have been booked, you have the right to complete at least two phone calls -- one to a relative, friend, 
or attorney ; the other to a bail bondsman. If you can, call the Black Panther Party at (562-7463), and the party will 
post bail if possible. 


8. You must be allowed to hire and see an attorney immediately. 


9. You do not have to give any statement to the police, nor do you have to sign any statement you might give them; 
and, therefore, you should not sign anything. Take the fifth and fourteenth amendments, because you cannot be forced 
to testify against yourself. 


10. You must be allowed to post bail in most cases, but you must be able to pay the bail bondsman's fee. If you cannot 
pay the fee, you may ask the judge to release you from custody without bail or to lower your bail. But he does not have 
to do so. 


11. The police must bring you into the court or release you within 48 hours after your arrest (unless uie time ends 
on a week-end or holiday, and they must bring you before a judge the first day court is in session). 


12. If you do not have the money to hire an attorney, IMMEDIATELY ASK THE POLICE TO GET YOU AN ATTORNEY 
WITHOUT CHARGE.

The only 
shooting done was by the police and the walls 
tell the story.

charges.

We believe we can end police brutality in : black community by or- 
ganizing black self-defense groups that are dedicated to defending our 
black community from racist police oppression and brutality. The Second 
Amendmert to the Constitution of the United States gives a right to bear 
arms. We therefore believe that all black people should arm themselves 
for self-defense 


8. We want freedom for all black men held in federal, state, county 
and city prisons and jails. 


We believe that all black people should be released from the many 
jails and prisons because they have not received a fair and impartial trial

To do this the court will be 
forced to select a jury from the black community from which the black 
defendant came. We have been, and are being tried by all-white juries 
that have no understanding of the "average reasoning man" of the black 
community. 


10. We want land, bread, housing, education, clothing, justice and peace. 
And as our major political objective, a United Nations-supervised plebis- 
cite to be held throughout the black colony in which only black colonial 
subjects will be allowed to participate, for the purpose of determining the 
will of black people as to their national destiny. 


When. in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands which have connected them with 
another. and to assume, among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and nature's God entitle them, a 
decent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable rights; 
that among these are life. liberty. and the pursuit of happiness. That, to 
secure these rights, governments are instituted among men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the governed; that, whenever any form of 
government becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of the 
to alter or to abolish it, and to institute a new government, laying its 
foundation on such principles, and organizing its powers in such form, as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. Pru- 
dence. indeed. will dictate that governments long estal ed should not 
be changed for light and transient causes; and. accordingly. all experience 
hath shown. that mankind are more disposed to suffer. while evils are 
sufferable. than to right themselves by abolishing the forms to which they 
are accustomed But. when a long train of abuses and' unsurpstions, pur- 
suing invariably the same object. evinces a design te reduce them under ab- 
solute despotism. ii is their right it is their dut; *o throw off such goverm- 
meni and te provide new guards for their future secarity.
